37. The Entombment of Christ: a fine copy from the celebrated picture 

at the Louvre by Titien. 

38. The Harvest: a richly colored Landscape, with groups of Figures; 

this picture is an undoubted original, and one of the most capi¬ 
tal productions of Boucher.
